In  the  interest  of  uniformity,  tlu:  titles  and  letter  designators  for 
the  facilities  observed  at.  these  installations  arc  identical  with  those 
appearing  in  the  project,  requirement.  When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  are  omitted  in  the  report.

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SUMMARY 


Piryatin  Army  Barracks  is  located  on  the 
west  edge  of  Piryatin  (Figure  l). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  50 
acres  and  contains  a barracks/administration 
building,  3 multistory  barracks,  2 maintenance 
and  5 vehicle/maintenance  buildings,  6 support- 
buildings,  9 storage  buildings,  17  support/stor- 
age buildings,  and  a small-arms  range  (Figures 


2 and  3). 

Seven  KEYHOLE  missions  covered  the  area 
between  December  1961  and  August  1964.  Com- 
parative analysis  revealed  the  installation  to  be 
active  with  no  noticeable  seasonal  variations  in 
activity  during  this  period.  No  significant 
changes  in  facilities 'were  observed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


R a i I road  S e r v i ce 

The  installation  is  not  rail  served,  but 
access  to  the  Priluki-Grebenka  rail  line  is  avail- 
able immediately  south  of  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  city  streets. 
Administrative  and  Troop  Housing _Aren 

Area  D contains  a multistory  administra- 
tion building/barracks,  3 multistory  barracks,  3 
support  buildings,  and  3 .storage/support  build- 
ings. Two  small  storage  buildings  were  added 
between  December  1963  and  June  1964. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  3 support  and  9 storage 
buildings. 

.POL  Storage  Areas 

Approximately  0.65  kilometers  (km)  south 
ot  the  installation  is  a road  served,  secured  POL 


storage  area  containing  4 medium  and  4 small, 
cylindrical  storage  tanks. 

Approximately  8 km  south-southeast  of  the 
installation  in  the" eastern  part  of'Grebenka  is 
a rail  served,  secured  POL  storage  depot  con- 
taining at  least  55  large  underground  storage 
tanks  and  12  support/storage  buildings. 

Other  Buildings  and  Facilities 

Nine  miscellaneous  support/storage  build- 
ings are  located  throughout  the  installation. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  2 maintenance  buildings,  one 
110  bv  70  feet,  and  one  200  by  90  feet;  5 vehicle/ 
maintenance  buildings,  one  360  by  40  feet,  one 
325  by  40  feet,  one  250  by  40  feet,  one  145 
by  40  feet  and  one  180  by  70  feet;  and  5 support./ 
storage  buildings. 

Small-Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 1,050-  by  70-loot  small-arms 
firing  range. 
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
